Senor Montt explained the details ol 
the affair which had come to him in his 
offldal eamtoity, and he charged that 
Miidster Bgaa is really responsible for 
the troable existing between OhiU and 
United Statee. He said that daring the 
revolotion in Chili, when the congres- 
siooalists endeavored to aaake a secret 
advance on Valparaiso, and snrprise 
Balmaoeda's troops, the United States 
vessel Baltimore, actually played the 
part of spy. 

Hia charge is that the Baltimore dis- 
covered that the congressional army 
was making a forward movement; that 
the vessel, which shoold hare main- 
tained a neutral attitude, steamed along 
the coast along the landing placea, 
where the insurgents were locatea; that 
the Baltimore then hastened to Valpa- 
raiso and renorted to Egan, who im- 
mediately laia all the faets before Bal- 
maceda. 

The victoriona partv claims that their 
plana were divulged to the enemy 
through Egau'a interferenoe, and that 
at the battle which ensued they suffered 
a loes of at Uast 1 ,000 soldiers as a direct 
result of Bean's eepoinage. As it ia 
understood that the Baltimore was act- 
ive as an agent of Balmaoeda and Egan, 
the populace is bitter toward that vessel, 
and that accounts for the attack upon 
its crew.

Ni£w Ori.kans, Oct, W.— A fire oc- 
curred yesterday afteftUMM at Brigaoll

saloon, in which a number of men were 
engaged in making repairs. The fire 
did not seem to be a eenous one and the 
workmen attempted to remove Iheir 
tools. While BO enaraged the lower floor 
of the Brignoli buildhig fell in and thie 
caused the Royal concni; bniiding also 
to collapse. Fifteen men were in it at 
the time, bnt fortunately all escaped an 
instaut death. . Ben Schneider and 
Jackson Montague were severely in- 
jured, the former fatally. The col- 
lapse of the building was due to its in- 
herent weaknobs and it should haTe 
been condemned long ago. 

Shortly aiterward the five-story build- 
ing at !)0 Fulton street was completely 
gutted by fire. The second story of the 
buildinj; was occupied by the Melropdi- 
tan £!<8euti.il oil wwka, and it is here 
the fire is supposed to have oriiiinated 
by an explosion of alcohol, 'f he fire 
spieud so rapidly that it is miraculous 
how pvople on tha upper floors mana||[ed 
to get out. The first floor was occupied 
by J. M. Agnew, dealer in cigars; on the 
tnird floor was the tailor ahopH of J. 
McGillycuddy and Thomas McCrane, 
and on the top floor J. Drummoud, pho- 
tographer. Nothing wee saTsd. 

Olass Works Destrovad. 

MuMCiE, Ind., Oct. 29.— The large tin 
stamp works owned by Ball Brothers, 
and operated in connection with their 
glass factories, was destroyed by fire 
yeeterday. The two-story brick struc- 
ture, 2^0x80 feat, with the machinery, 
ia a total loss, and over one hundred 
employes, principally girls, are out of 
employment. 

The building was lighted tnr natural 
gas, and the Targe perforated burners 
were kept burning to make heat. The 
escaping gas from one of them accutnu- 
lateu under the ceiling, and when May 
Cannon ignited her torch there was an 
explosion, and the fire spread over the 
entire upper floo;-, scorching several 
heads of hair before the girls could 
escape. Their wraps were destroyed. 

The loss aggregates $76,0(X), and the 
insurance is $40,200. Shullworth's large 
boarding house, immediately adjoining 
the factory, also burned, but th" losts is 
covered by |y,000 insurance. Only dili- 
gent work savetl the glass factori' s. The 
Ball Brothers came here from KutTalo. 
It ia not their first experience with fire.

rhe New Steel CroUar Detroit at tha 

BHltimora Nary Yard. 

Baltimore, Oct. 29. —The steel cruiser 
Detroit, the largest vessel ever con- 
ftmoted in a BiJtimere shipvard was 
lannobed flran tha Oohunbian Ifoa 
works at 9:40 o'clodr yeetsrday after- 
noon. She end into tiie water graoefol- 
ly and without a hitch. 

The Detroit yesterday morning pm> 
sented a beautiful appearance lying on 
th« ways, gaily bedecked with bunting. 
From her bow flew the nateBjaekand 
at the stem the Amtricaa .oolon were 
proudly unfurled to the breeae. A rope 
wae stretched twenty feet above the 
deck from bow to stem, and the eolors 
making up the international code of sig- 
nals were floating from it, reeohing tSe 
entire length of the rope. 

At the bow of Uncle Sam'a new eee- 
sel a stand was erected for the nee ol 
the little sponsor, Florence K. Malstsr, 
the four-year-old daughter of the presi- 
dent of th«« Columbia iron works, and 
her attendante. Thesideeof the stand 
were hid from view by the flags of vari- 
ous nations gracefully drooped. 

Until the last minute it was expected 
that Secretary Tracy, of the aavy, and 
other efflcen of the department would 
anive from Washington to witness the 
launch. They did not, however, put in 
an appearance. There was a great 
crowd preeent nererthelees whe cheered 
the handsome Tssss l as she left the 
w^ya. 

Drscription of the Cruiser. 

The Detroit is one of the three sister 
ships of 2,Ui)() tons each for which bids 
were acceiited in November, 1889. It is 
a point or intereht that this 2,00<)-ton 
vessel is nluiuhi identical in displace- 
ment with the two Chiliao cruisers 
Preeidente Etracuriz and Presidente 
Pinto, built in France, of which so much 
has lately been heard. 

The Chilian craft are. however, rather 
longer aud narrower, having a length 
of 268 feet aud a breadth of 35 ;{-4 feet, 
whereas the Detroit and her matea are 
267 feet on the wati-r line, and have an 
extreme beam of .H7, with a mean 
normal draught of U 1-2 feet. The lat- 
ter iilbo are only gunriuiteed to make 
seventeen knots an hour, whereas the 
Chilian vessels are nineteen knot ships. 

The chief interest of scienriflo peoole 
is centered in the outcome of the speed 
trials, in which the new cruisers are ex- 
pected by the builders to e.-iru the hand- 
some premium of $150,000. Congress 
liniitea the cost of each of these three 
vessels to |70(),0U0 for a guaranteed 
speed *f aeventeen knots. Certain al- 
lowances will, however, permit the con- 
tractur to receive an additional $1(X),000 
ou each vessel if eighteen knots should 
be made.

It happened ' hat in the deposit were a 
ntunber of ifS bills. In passing them 
through hiH fingers one of them attract* 
ed his attention, and was laid aside. 
The spotted bill turned out to be one of 
this very dangerous class. The bill was 
placed in the hands of J. W. Lawrence, 
the special agent of the United States 
treasury departm nt, and was by him 
sent to Washington. Mr. Lawrence 
nronouncee it the meet perfect oonnter* 
felt he has ever seen.

The purpose of the 
new system i^i to eliminate, aalar as pos- 
sible, bribery and corruption from elec- 
tions. It aims to purify politics, and 
handicap l)oodler». It is a moral agency 
that ought to receive the encouragement 
and Hii])poit of all people whose eyes are 
open to the corrupting inliuences that 
control the politii'ti of the country. No 
good citizen, whether in one Statti or an- 
other, or of one political partv or anoUier, 
ought to (-ry down an effort io mMS pol- 
itioa purer. 



In reversing the caiie of the Common- 
wealth against the city of Frankfort, the 
Court of Appeals sayt : 

"First— A city hte no power to gnmt 
to a railroad company the right to eon- 
ttruct and operate a railway thi«a|^ its 
streets and alleyi, onlaai it to ezprsMily 
authorlaed to do io eUher by ito aim 
charter or by the obirtw df the raUiiii^d 
company. 

"A provision (n the charter of ihe 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany authorising it to construct lateral 
or side imetoi iroai ito main track to 
terminate on the bank of the Kentucky 
river in the city of Frankfort does not 
authorise the construction of a lateral or 
side track which doee not oommence at 
the main track or terminate at the river, 
and the city had no power to grant the 
right of way aeroaa ita itreets and through 
an alley for the obnatroctioa of nuh a 
track, no such power being conferred by 
iti charter. 

''Second— the grant by a dty of a 
right of way upon its public streets and 
alleys, the law attaches the condition 
thkt the use by the grantee ahall not 
'prevent, obstruct or unreasonably im- 
pede the passage of persons, wagons or 
other vehidee ' throd)^ aaid etreeti aad 
aUejrs. 

"Third— The public is entitled to the 
reasonable use of the public streets and 
fdlQja of a dty for thdr ordinary travel, 
iiSA wa dty has no power to grant a 
right of way throtigh such streets and 
aUeya ior a nae which will unreaaonably 
obetmct pttbHe travel, and Where the 
grantee has the right to use a street or 
alley as often as he pleases and every 
time he tisea it each um totally obatracta 
for the time, however Hhort, the ordinary 
public travel, the obstruction is an on- 
HtmotM ^ on and the grant to nnao- 
thorized. 

"Fourtii— When the owners of a mill 
applied to the City Cutmdl for the right 
of way through a public alley for the pur- 
pose of constructing a railroad track to 
connect with a track of the Lontoville 
and Nashville Railroad Company, and 
the city refused to grant the right be- 
cause it did not have the right to grant 
it, a grant of the right of way to the rail- 
road company which was evidently for the 
sole hcnctit of tlic mill-owners, who con- 
structed the track at their own expense, 
into bal an erarion, and the owners of 
the mill will not he allowed to secure for 
themselves iu this indirect way a privil- 
ege vliUi no dtiien woald be allowed to 

•ecare Iqr fatnaeU directly."

"Does the petition bring within the 
jurisdiction of thie coort a.suh|eet which 
may be litigated by parUes plaintitf hav- 
ing the right to sue ail4 detan^tl who 
maybe impleaded? 

' ioMdiefltte ctf tlH» (HMdi C&ifi, 

whether derived from the Constitution of 
1849 or from tliat of 18U1 herein assailed, 
is so lar|^ dUlt t6 dotti>t ita authority to 
deal with the matters presented in this 
^^jOtion might seem absurd, but whether 
tlda court may pass upon the merits of 
tlie complaint made is a question not 
entirely free from difficulty. 

"This coui;^ may expound the meaning 
of each word and sentence of the organic 
law, and it may declare IKat any part of 
that law is void because in conflict with 
the Constitution of tlie United States, 
but it does not follow that this court 
n)!iy, with one stroke, destroy the whole 
structure. 

" Delegates and statesmen and lawyers 

have debated whether Constitutions were 
valid and void because conventions had 
oaorped powers not granted to them by 
the people, but ooufta have not decided 
the question. 

"The precedents are that conventions 
have expunged the acts and amended the 
mistakes of preiDeding conventions, and 
the courts, which subsist in this country 
only by virtue of the proceedings of con- 
ventions, have not yet attacked the su- 
premacy of the organic laws, whi> li cre- 
ated them, however those organic laws 
were promulgated. o*' :* >• . - ' 

"A Constitutional Convention is the 
offspring of, and less than a revolution- 
ary convmtfon, but it is capable of be- 
coming as powerful aa its progenitor— of 
becoming itself revolutionary — anil 
whether the late convention was one or 
the other, or l>oth, it may well be doubt- 
ed whether any oUier txibanal than its 
successor can have the Jorisdiction to 
vacate its action, 

"If these phdntifls may maintain this 
action then every citizen liaviiig lepal 
capacity to sue, whether natural or arti- 
fldil, may join. The defendants are the 
Secretary of State and Public Printer. 
They could, neither of them, by any otti- 
cial or other act, do an]rthing whatever to 
establish or add force to the docnment as- 
sailed. They did not make it. They 
could not suppress it. Thejr are in no 
wise responsible fo( it. 

" The people all have the same general 
andcomuion interest. The judges com- 
posing the courts tlxat try the case will 
have as much depending on the ivsults, 
costs excepted, aa the nominal parties 
who conduct the action for all. When 
the Whole peofile mfty stte they most sue 
as the people er the State, and there 
moat be defendants who have become 
liable to an action. 

" The remedy is for the body of the 
people to right its own wrongs by its own 
action as a body p<ditic. 

" ^ith these views the coark ibiir de- 
termines the whole question Without fur- 
ther expression of opinion ; the demurrers 
are boUi sustained and ttie plaintifis liave 
leave to amend. The plaintiffs fail and 
refu.se to amend the petition and this ac- 
tion is dismissed. The plaintiffs except 
to the rulings and judgment of t|»« oonrt 
and pray an appeal to the Court of Ap* 
peals, which is granted."

POWDER MILL EXPLODES. 



Twa Workman Scatter, d Ovar Tan Aeraa 
of Oronnd. 

HUBaABO, O., Oct 89.— About 8 
<fdio«ik Wad a ssday morning the large 
gbuM Btill, owned and oporated by the 

Ohio powder works, located three miles 
from this place, exploded with terrific 
force, the report being distinctly heard 
for over thirty miles. 

Two men. Joe Magg«, aged sevent^mn, 
and Ben Romans, aged forty, were in- 
stantly killed, their bodies bemg literal- 
ly blown to pieces and scattered over a 
ten-acra field. Fortunately these were 
the only two people in the vicinity ut 
the time or tha casualties would have 
been much greater. 

At the timo of the accident there was 
over 500 kegs of powder stored in the 
building, of which nothing now re- 



Tbe mill waa comparatively a new 
one, being only built aoout four months 
ago, and this is the first accident of any 
kind that has occurred since ita con- 
atmction. Now there is not a vestige 
of the building left standing. The loss 
will reach |5,000. on which there waa 
no insurance. No canae is assigned for 
the accident. 

Pieces of iron pipe that two men conld 
not lift, were found a mile and a half 
from the scene of the explosion. Sev- 
eral valuable oattle and sheep were 
killed by flying pieces of timber. The 
explosion shook the buildings in Youngs- 
town, five milet distant. Chimneys 
were toppled over, dishes and crockery.
